STATE RECEIPTS 
SHOW AN EXCESS 
OVER ESTIMATES 


(By the Associated Press) 
OKLAHOMA CITY.— Oklahoma re­ 
ceived during the period from July 
I, 1921 to April 30, 1922, from 
sources other than ad valorem taxes 
$420,018.97 more than was estima­ 
ted b ythe state board of equaliza­ 
tion. This is the information con­ 
tained In a statement prepared by 
Fred Parkinson, state examiner and 
inspector, showing the amounts re­ 
received from various sources as com 
pared with the amounts estimated 
by the board on July I, 1921. 
The greatest increase in expected 
income was found in the office of 
Frank Carter, state auditor, who col­ 
lects the 3 percent gross production 
tax on the state’s crude oil. This 
tax yielded $2,361,303.33 as com­ 
pared with $1,600,000, the board’s 
estimate, an increase o f/'$761,303.22. 
The increase in the estimate as 
a whole was largely offset, however, 
by the fact that the board’s expec­ 
tation that $475,000 would be col­ 
lected by the state insurance com­ 
missioner has thus far proved $406,- 
047 too high, only $69,952.28 hav­ 
ing been collected. It was explained 
that the bulk of the income from 
this office, however, is not collected 
until after April I. 
Other items which showed con­ 
siderable increase from the equal­ 
ization board’s estimates were Inter­ 
est on daily balances of the state 
treasurer which

more than expected, the total toeing
